Thus lawfully have we traced the 
Right of the Prince and Princeſs of 
Orange to the Crown of England, where 
placing them on the Throne, let us 
turn our Eyes ſoniewhat on their Ad- 
miniſtration. And here I could enlarge 
upon ſeveral Remarkable Things, which 
J obſerve in their Reign; but they be- 
ing foreign to my preſent Enquiry,” 1 
ſhall only take notice of the Settlement 
of the Crown on the Prince of Orange 
after the Demiſe of the Queen, and ſo 
on to His preſent Majeſty, and what 
Alterations our Government underwent 
by this unprecedented turn of Affairs. 
When the Parliament had confirmed all 
the Acts of the Convention, they were 
then admitted into the Body of our 
Laws, for before that they were 
thought to ſtand in need of that Contir- 
mat ion to give any Sanction or Life to 
them. The Prince of Orange, now King 
of England, was to have the ſole Ma- 
nagement of Aﬀairs in his Hands, as 
has been abſerved already, and if he 75 
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liv'd Queen Mary, He was to have the 
Crown during his Life, and the Re- 
mainder ſettled on the Princeſs Anne, 
our late Queen, & c. It could not be ex- 
pected, that every one ſhould ſubmit to 
this new Government without Demur 
and -Hefitation ; and had ſome Bi- 
ſhops and other Lords, attended the Bu- 
ſineſs of the Houſe of Lords, without 
any Scruple of the Legality or Illegali- 
ky of the Convention, I can't ſay what 
woud have happen d; but in all proba- 

bility, King James would have return d 
to his Throne. And to any Perſon 
who remembers that time, or even reads 
the Conference at the Convention, which 
is pretty fairly wrote on both Sides, 
he may fee what Difficulties ſome Great 
Men, [could name, were put to, to ſtop 
the Torrent of the exaſperated Party; 
and to regulate their Deſigns, by the 
meaſure of our Religion and Govern- 
ment: Particularly the Earl of N +—- 
gain d ſuch great applauſe in the De- 
fence of Truth and Injured Innocence, 
as has not been Obliterated by any 
paſſionate Reſontive, or unaccountable 
Behaviour ſince. And we may herein 
read ſuch a Lecture of Prudence and 
Circumſpection to the wiſeſt of Mortal 
Men, that they may not confide in the 

3 | C4 ſtrength 
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Rrength of their own Parts, or the 
general Eſteem the World has them in, 
to ſuch a degree, as to think the Grace 
God, and the powerful influence of 
his Spirit beneath their imploring and 
ſearch after; for had we regard to the 
Directions given us in the revealed Will 
of God, and founded ſuch Principles 
thereon, which Reaſon, (not Intereſt 
or Paſſion) upon a due enquiry, wou d 
recommend; I am ſatisfied that what 
was Law, Reaſon, Religion, and our 
Conſcientious Duty in 1688 could nat 
be defac'd, by the Revolution of 'Twen- 
ty odd Tears. er '2 
But to return, There were at this 
time ſome Biſhops and others, who

Whatever may be urged on the Behalf 
of thoſe who took Oarhs, Oc. to King
